Ten-ible Scenes That Followed the Battle 
of Cold Harbor. 
G eneral 
Horace P o rtir, in “ Cam ­ 
paigning Wirn H ra n t,” in Tiie l entnry, 
telling of the the battle of Cold H ar­ 
bor, says: 
The general in chief r< alized th at he 
was in a swam py and sickly portion of 
the country. 
Tin m alaria was highly 
productive of disease, and the Ckicka- 
hominy fever was dreadtd by all the 
troops who had a rt collection of its 
ravages when they cam paigned in that 
section of th*' country two years before. 
The operations had be« n so artive that 
precautions against sickness had neces­ 
sarily been much neglect; d, and the 
general was anxions, w hile giving the 
men some rest, to improve th sanitary 
conditions. 
By dint (f extr.u rdinary 
exertions the cam ps v « rc \ < II policed 
and large quantities < f fresh vegetables 
were brought forw ard and distributed. 
C attle were received in m uch better 
condition than those w hich h rd made 
long m arches and had furnished beef 
w hich was far from hi ing wholesome. 
G reater attention w as dem anded in the 
cooking of the food and the procuring 
of lx to r w ater. Dead anim als and offal 
were buried, and more stringent sani­ 
tary regulations were enforced through­ 
out the entire command. 
Wlmt w as most distressing at this 
tim e was the condition of affairs a t the 
extrem e front. No one who did n o tw it- 
n* ss th* sights on those portions of the 
line w here the opposing troops w ere in 
exceptionally close contact can form an 
idea of the sufferings experienced. Staff 
oflic* rs used to work their way on foot 
daily to the advanced points, so as to 
he able to report w ith accuracy these 
harrow ing scenes. 
Some of the sights 
were not unlike those of the “ Lloody 
angle” at Spottsylvania. 
Between the 
lines w here the heavy assaults had been 
mad*> there was in some places a dis­ 
tance of 30 or 40 yards com pletely cov­ 
ered by 1b<* dead anil wounded of both 
sides. The bodies of dead were festering 
in the sun, wiiile the wounded were dy­ 
ing a torturing death from starvation, 
thirst and loss Of blood. 
In some places 
the stench became sickening. Every a t­ 
tem pt to m ake a change in the pick* t 
line brought on heavy firing, as botli 
sides had become nervous from long 
W atchfulness, and the slightest move­ 
m ent on either front led to the belief 
that it was the beginning of an assault. 
In the night there was oft* u heavy a r­ 
tillery firing, sometim es aecompiuii* *1 by 
m usketry, w ith ti view to deterring the 
other side from attacking, or occasioned 
by false rum ors of an attem pt to as­ 
sault. 
The men on the advanced line» 
had to lie close to th e ground in narrow’ 
trenches, w ith little w ater for drinking 
purposes except that obtained from sur- 
fac* drainage. 
They were subjected to 
the broiling heat 
day and the ch ill­ 
ing w inds and fogs at night and had tc 
eat the rations th at could be got to them 
under the greatest im aginable discom­ 
fort.

the tea. It is astonishing the way they 
manage it adulterate it ov-^r there. The 
packers are so .skillful th a t they slip in 
a great deal of inferior tea and work it 
off under good brands. This makes the 
m erchants w ho aftorw ard handle it 
com plain. Packages of tea of a certain 
brand w ill be found all that could be 
desired, w hile other packages bearing 
the same brand and in tho same cargo 
w ill be highly adulterated 
As this tea 
is very costly, there is need of experts to 
exam ine it. 
They m ust be good ones, 
for everything depends for the tim e be­ 
ing on their judgm ent. 
A taster can 
only tasto a few hours at a time, w hen 
he is weakened and has to take a re st 
Besides this, w hen he begins a job of 
tasting, lie m ust take special pains to get 
him self in shape for i t I was about sis 
weeks getting m yself ready for exam ­ 
ining some cargoes in the warehouse» 
here for the governm ent. 
Before I be­ 
gan I did not taste intoxicants in any 
form and did not even smoke. 
A t the 
tam e tim e I was careful not to eat strong 
peppers or spic«^, or, in fact, anything 
that could distort the taste.

N ew Youse, April 2.—At the m eeting 
of the cham ber of commerce yester­ 
day the com m ittee on foreign com­ 
m erce and revenue laws subm itted 
th e following report w hich was almost 
unanim ously adopted: 
“ Your com m it­ 
tee have not felt called upon to under­ 
take a com parison of the changes pro­ 
posed in the pending tariff bill in view 
of its volum inous character. They deem 
it sufficient to call attention to the very 
m aterial increase in m any of the rates 
contained in the bill. 
These changes, 
together w ith other new features intro­ 
duced by the fram ers, w ill affect the 
entire business interests of the country 
to a very m arked extent, aud call for 
the thoughtful consideration of this 
chamber. 
“ I t is the opinion of your com m ittee 
th a t the business m en of this country 
desire nothing more earnestly than an 
extended period of rest and cessation 
from continued tariff agitation and ta r­ 
iff changes. 
They realize the fact th at 
the party in power is com m itted to a 
change in the tariff in th e direction of 
greater revenue and of higher protec­ 
tion. 
They dem and, how ever, th at 
w hatever rates and system s of taxation 
are adapted, they shall be so reasonable 
and conservative, and shall so com mend 
them selves to the m ajority of th e in ­ 
telligent voters of the land, th a t the 
tariff finally adopted m ay be regarded 
as settled, aud not provocative of an 
early reaction, rendering all business 
calculations and enterprises uncertain 
aud hazardous, retarding prosperity and 
affording a welcome opportunity to the 
advocate* of free silver coinage and dis­ 
astrous financial schemes for th e spread­ 
ing of their peculiar doctrine*.’’

The annual enumeration of all per­ 
sons of school age is soon to be made. 
The law provides lhat this shall be 
made between the 10th and 30th of 
April each year. The enumerator takes 
oath to strictly ’cairy out the p rovisos 


of the law. 
The law makes it his duty to list 
the names of parents, ({guardians or 
o her persons having charge of cbildr n 


of school age. 
It is also required of him to list the 
full name of each child enumerated 
giving age and sex and having same 
certified to by the person having ch rge 
of child or children so enumerated. 
Th we provisions make it almost im 
passible to “pad” enumerations, which 
was so common under the old law. 
The matters of transfers has always 
given more or less trouble to school 
su*borities. The law clearly states that 
the enumerator shall not list any per­ 
sons residing temporarily in his town­ 
ship, town or city for the purpose of at­ 
tending school or who are members of 
a family staying temporarily in his 
township, town or city, but whose actual 
residence is elsewhere, 
lo other words 


properly Irmsferred they are not to be 
^numerated. Transfers from one town­ 
ship to a town or city, should be made 
at the time of taking ^the enumeration* 
Trustees should be notified that such 
transfers are to be made. 
Transfers 


are to be noted as such. 
Taking the enumeration is not an 
easy |task, but the work can be mart* 
much easier if the people give the enu­ 
merator the assistance they can and 


should.

S U F F E R I N G S AT T H E FRONT. 


Terrible Scenes That Followed the ltattls 
of ( old Harbor. 
General Horace Porter, In “ Cam­ 
paigning With Grant,” in TbeCentury, 
telling of the the battle of Cold Har­ 
bor, says: 
The general in chief rt alized that he 
was in a swampy aud si* kly portion of 
the country. Th* malaria was highly 
productive cf disease, and the Chicka- 
honnuy fever was dreaded by all the 
troops who had a recollection of its 
ravages when they campaigned in that 
section of the country two years before. 
The operations had been so active that 
precautions against sickness had neces­ 
sarily been much neglected, and the 
general was anxious, while giv ng the 
nail some ti st, to impr< vc th sanitary 
conditions. 
By dint cf ex'. . < rdimiry 
exertions tho cum im % crc a « ll policed 
and large quantities 11 fresh v« get ables 
were brought forward and distributed. 
Cuttle w<re received in much better 
condition than those which hi d made 
long marches and had furnished heef 
w hich was Lu* from being wholesome. 
Or* at*r attention was demanded iu th© 
cooking of the food and tho procuring 
of better water. Dead animals aud offal 
were buried, and more stringent sani­ 
tary regulations wer* enforced through­ 
out tin entire command. 
What was most distressing at this 
time was the condition of affairs at the 
extreme front No one who did notwit* 
in ss tie sights on those portions of the 
line where the opposing troops were in 
exceptionally- close centai t can form an 
itll a of the sufferings experil need. .^taff 
officers used to work their way on foot 
daily to the advanced points, so us to 
be ai le to n port with aceuraey these 
harrowing scenes. Home of th© sights 
were not unlike those of the “ bloody 
angle*’ at ispottsylvanu.

“ Sinoe the Canadian Pacific railroad 
was completed and a line of steamers 
established from the orient,” said a tea 
taster to a reporter, “ immense cargoes 
of tea have been going there from Chi­ 
na, Japan and other countries. 
It has 
been my business to examine and taste 
various samples from these cargoes. I 
have also visited Ceylon and nearly all 
of the tea growing countries of the ori- 
ant to observe the mode of putting up 
the tea. It is astonishing the way they 
•nonage It adulterate it over there. Tht 
packers are so ski I ll nl that they slip la 
a great deal of inf* nor tea and work it 
off under good brands, This makes tht 
merchants who afterward handle it 
complain. Packages of tea of a certain 
brand will be found all that could bt 
desired, while other packages bearing 
the same brand and in tho same cargo 
will be highly adulterated 
As this tea 
is very costly, there is need of experts to 
examine it. 
They must be good ones, 
for everything depends for the time be­ 
ing on their judgment. A taster can 
only taste a few hours at a time, when 
he is weakened and has to take a rest 
Besides this, when he begins a job of 
tasting, he must take special pains to get 
himself in shape for i t I was about six 
weeks getting mysolf ready for exam­ 
ining sonic cargoes in the warehouses 
here for tile government. 
Before I be­ 
gan I did not taste intoxicants in any 
form and did not even smoke. 
At the 
same timo I was careful not to eat strong 
peppers or spic**, or, in fact, anything 
that could distort tho tairfe. One must 
be in as perfect condition, in order to 
properly judge of tho t< as be tastes, as 
a horse is when prepared for the Derby, 
He must bt? at his best and must feel 
that he is. The best tea tasters of the 
country make enormous sums, consider­ 
ing the time employed; $10,000 a year 
Is a low sum, and oftentimes from $30, 
000 to $30,000 is made, and even more. 
1 know a man in the business wha made 
$50,000. It all depends on his standing, 
the number of times he is called as a 
taster and what he eau e n d u ro .—San 
Francisco Examiner.
